Peking Demanding 
Aeceess To Formosa 


Lake Success, Aug. 24. 
Communist China today demanded that the 
United Nations order United States forces away 
from Formosa. and warned that it intended to 
liberate the Nationalist island from “the tentacles 
of United States aggression.” 

‘The demand was contained in identical state- 
ments sent to the UN Secretary General, Mr 
Trygve Lie, and to Mr Jacob Malik, President of 
the Security Council, by Chou En-lai.
